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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


July 6, 1983 
Dear Fellow Missourians: 

Fiscal 1983 was a disappointing year for state general revenue receipts, 
with severe cash-flow problems continuing. And similar problems will face 
state government again this fiscal year. 

Our year-end review of state finances indicates Missouri will continue to 
suffer cash-flow problems as in the past. However, the economic recovery un- 
derway should lessen these problems somewhat. 

General revenue receipts totaled $2.2175 billion for fiscal 1983. That’s $163 
million or 7.9 percent above fiscal 1982 receipts. However, that figure is $5 
million below the estimated revenue needed to cover the revised fiscal 1983 
state budget. And it is $99 million below original estimates made by the gover- 
nor in formulating his budget recommendations for fiscal 1983. 

I want to caution that the modest growth in state revenue could be mislead- 
ing. An estimated $75 million of the growth last fiscal year was due to changes 
in the required frequency of payments and collections of back taxes. This is a 
one-time gain for the state treasury. We cannot expect that same amount of 
growth to the state from these sources this fiscal year. 

The state individual income tax increased the most in fiscal 1983, by $113 
million or 12.9 percent. State individual income tax totaled $984.7 million for 
fiscal 1983. State sales tax for fiscal 1983 totaled $783.5 million, an increase of 
3.4 percent or $26 million over fiscal 1982. State corporate income tax dipped 
one-half of one percent in fiscal 1983, totaling $129.5 million. All other sources 
totaled $319.8 million for the past fiscal year, up $25 million or 8.5 percent 
over fiscal 1982. 

June receipts totaled $208.9 million, up 11.5 percent over June of last year. 
Again, this growth may be misleading, as acceleration of taxes collected ac- 
counted for much of the increase in June receipts. 

The strongest showing of major taxes in June was the individual income tax, 
up 13.3 percent or $10.6 million over June of last year. Both state corporate in- 
come and sales taxes declined slightly in June compared to a year ago.
